Three ground radio stations assigned to the Soviet a ir^unl 
stationed In the area of SMNEMOTNDE (N 54/L 21) - KOLBERG (0 55/ 
/M 14) were again monitored in communication with eight aircraft. 
According to the results of direction finding, one of these 
radio stations ("iCAPITAL" ) was located in the area of 
SW INEMUENDE ; the "ICAPITAL 00" station (probably the radio 
station of the unit commander) was also locnted In this area. 

The unit conducted formation flying and firing practices. 

6 to 20 July 1949 

The Soviet Air f orce unit previously observed in the area of 
DANZIG (Q 55/Y 42) - K0EN1GSBERG (R 55/Z 66) was again observed 
with ten ground radio stations and a total of 22 aircraft. The 
bea'rings of soma of the ground radio stations were taken.
